5. There is no single Seyd@itz Army concentration in Russia, Troops are stationed 
in a mumber gf camps /Total not given in approximately divisional strength, 
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There are three such camps on the former GAF field at Minsk-Std, 
composed chiefly of infantry EM and NCOs, These units provided the 
600 nen who went to Winsdorf via Hirstenwalde in April 1948 and who 
are now border police in the Southern Harz region. 


While the Minsk-Stid troops have a regular duty roster, chief emphasis 
is laid on political training. There are classes in military theory; 
two hovrs daily are given to sand table tactics, and one hour daily 
is reserved for nilitary drill, Strict discipline is maintained and 
saluting is obligatory. Staff officers compose the teaching group and 
on occasion lectures are given by high-ranking German officers, intro 
duced under pseudonyms. Seydlitz is alleged to have spoken several 
times under the name of General Kuhn. 


The troops at Minsk-Siid had a red flag with a red, white,and black in

The Seydlitz camps have divisional staffs (Hauptverwaltungsstab), 
reginental staffs (Inspektionesstilbe}, and - for each company and each 
battalion - adninistrative staffs (Kihrungsausschuss), the latter 
elected by the EM, The company staff is designated by alphabetical 
letter, the battalion staff by Arabic numeral. 


So far as is know, Seydlitz officers and HM are not armed. They atte 
paid at approximately ‘.ehrmacht rates. Pay may be saved or used to 
make canteen purchases, Rations are said to be excellent. Nothing is 
known about the equipment of special troops, though it is rumored 
that an armored unit has been estabished at Slutak. 


Seydlitz personnel did not volunteer but were selected on a physical 
fitness basis by German and Soviet physicians in PW camps. The aver. 
age age is 25-30, Before proceeding to a camp corresponding te their 
branch of service, the men were given a cursory examination by a . 
Soviet, commission believed to be of NVD origin. 
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
